EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  March  8,  1979,  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the 
week  ending  February  25,  1979). 

Wheat :  New  sales  activity  slumped  after  the  fairly  brisk  pace  of  last  week.  Sales 

to  unknown  destinations  and  several  other  countries  were  rather  small  with  the  net 
increase  in  outstanding  sales  of  344,900  metric  tons  (MT)  less  than  half  the 
previous  week.  China  Mainland,  Korea  and  unknown  destinations  accounted  for  all 
of  the  100,500  MT  increase  in  purchases  for  marketing  year  (MY)  1979/80.  Exports 
continued  slow  with  only  377,200  MT  lifted. 

Corn :  Market  interest  diminished  with  Japan,  Italy,  Portugal  and  unknown  destina¬ 

tions  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase  in  purchases.  Contract  adjustments 
resulted  in  minor  changes  in  several  individual  country  purchases.  Spain,  Korea 
and  China  Mainland  were  the  major  recipients  as  sales  were  switched  from  unknown. 
The  export  volume  (846,100  MT)  continues  to  improve. 

Sorghum:  Export  sales  interest  was  light  as  Mexico  added  40,000  MT  to  earlier 

purchases.  Exports  were  modest. 

Barley :  The  export  market  continued  relatively  quiet  with  sales  of  20,000  MT 

to  West  Germany  the  major  news.  Exports  were  nil  for  the  fifth  week  in  a  row. 

Rice:  Contract  adjustments  were  partially  offset  by  a  new  sale,  resulting  in  a 

net  reduction  of  22,500  MT  in  sales  to  Iran.  Poland  continued  to  add  small 
amounts  under  their  GSM-5  credit  line.  A  small  quantity  was  shifted  from  unknown 
to  Iraq,  contributing  to  a  larger  parcel  (14,200  MT)  which  was  exported. 

Soybeans :  Sales  (744,000  MT)  more  than  doubled  with  the  EC  (288,600  MT) ,  Japan 

(207,400  MT)  and  unknown  destinations  (116,400  MT)  the  major  purchasers.  Exports 
(436,100  MT)  were  down  from  the  previous  week  with  the  EC  and  Japan  accounting  for 
nearly  72  percent.  The  first  shipment  of  the  MY  (22,600  MT)  went  to  Peru. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  New  sales  (107,100  MT)  increased  moderately  with  the  EC 
and  Spain  accounting  for  over  86  percent.  Exports  (109,700  MT)  were  down  sharply 
from  the  previous  week  with  the  EC  and  Spain  again  the  primary  recipients. 

Soybean  Oil:  Purchases  of  20,000  MT  by  India  accounted  for  most  of  the  24,100  MT 
sold  during  the  period.  Exports  (13,700  MT)  consisted  primarily  of  an  initial 
shipment  (for  the  MY)  of  12,100  MT  to  Japan. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  receded  from  the  ususually  high  volume  of  the  preceding 

two  weeks  to  a  more  normal  strong  showing.  MY  1978/79  sales  of  53,800  RB  were 
lead  by  Taiwan  (14,800  RB) ,  Japan  (13,400  RB)  and  EC  (11,800  RB) ,  while  MY  1979/80 
salesof  95,000  RB  were  primarily  to  Korea  (47,300  RB) ,  Japan  (19,800  RB) ,  and 
Philippines  (9,000  RB) .  Exports  continue  good  with  131,900  RB  being  shipped  — 

83  percent  going  to  Asia. 

Oats :  Showed  no  significant  activity.
